English Department 
to Inaugurate the 
‘Rutgers’ Plan’’ 


Hyde Park's English Department is the 
largest department in the school. It meets 
the needs of our diverse population by 
providing classes in five ability groups 
from minimum essential classes to accel- 
erated classes for high _ intelligence 
groups. Added to the curriculum this year 
is a class in rhetoric taught by a visiting 
professor from the Southeast Branch of 
the Chicago City Junior College. College 
credit is given to those who qualify in the 
course. 


Hyde Park expects to add experimental 
classes under the ''Rutgers' Plan" spon- 
sored by the Ford Foundation. Four of our 
teachers attended Rutgers College last 
summer to learn the mechanics of the 
plan. Basically it provides more time for 
both reading and composition by combin- 
ing classes during concentrated reading 
periods. Additional teaching and super- 
visory personnel is provided for teaching 
these experimental classes. The English 
department expects to spend three thou- 
sand dollars for more books to be used 
by the students in these classes.

The Math Department has added a new 
course, ‘Experimental Problems in Mathe- 
matics.’ Taught by Mr. Helm, it stresses 
the ''why"' instead of the "how."
